I t has been dem onstrated t h a t the 
buildings of a city can be much mare 
economically heated from a general 
p lant, and steam has p roven th e m Ht 
satisfactory heat to be d istributed in 
ibis way . 
We understand Mr. H ig­ 
gins has op erated such a p lant in Wis­ 
consin and is familiar 
w ith the sy s­ 
tem. 
While such a p lant will be exp ensive 
to install, it affords Mr. Higgins a m ar­ 
ket tor the exhaust steam from 
his 
electric p lant, th e p ower for which 
will be furnished fro n coal. 
As 
we j 
understand it, 
the 
p ip es m ust 
fie : 
wrap p ed and then p laced 
inside of 
hollowed logs which are buried in the 
ground. 
T ne p ip es m ust lie thus 
careiully p acked in order to p revent 
th e steam from condensing. 
From a casual reading the franchise 
asked for seems to be in good shap e 
and to offer p rotection during build­ 
ing and to hold Mr. Higgins resp on­ 
sible for damages, but th e council 
rightfully decided to defer its p assage 
at least until Monday night until it 
could 
be investigated.
